Pursuant to the Commission Staff's July 7, 2015 notice, a telephonic informal
conference was held in this matter on July 8, 2015 to discuss the status of and issues in
this case.

At the start of the conference, Mr. Spenard stated that Commission Staff would
prepare minutes of the conference for the case record, that a copy of the minutes would
be provided to all parties, and that all parties would be given an opportunity to submit
written comments upon those minutes. Mr. Spenard stated that the views of Staff were
not binding on the Commissioners.

Staff stated that the legal standard for granting a certificate of convenience and
public necessity (“CPCN”) includes an analysis of whether the applicant has conducted
a thorough review of all alternatives. Staff noted that the application is for the
acquisition and installation of a complete advanced meter infrastructure (“AMI”) system,
and Staff observed that the record may not contain sufficient evidence regarding Beech
Grove’s review of alternatives. Representatives of Beech Grove Water Association

(“Beech Grove”) and representatives of the successful bidder discussed the issue at
length with Staff.
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Staff, referencing Exhibit G of the Application, discussed cash flow projections for
the proposal. Representatives of Beech Grove and representatives of the successful
bidder discussed the issue at length with Staff.

Staff noted that it had been examining KRS Chapter 45A including KRS 45A.352.
Staff noted that it was considering the issue of whether Beech Grove is “a local public
agency” within the scope of the statute. Staff stated that even if Beech Grove did not
fall within the definition of KRS 45A.352, the statute could be considered as persuasive
guidance.

Staff and Counsel for Beech Grove discussed KRS 278.300 and options
regarding the application. The parties specifically discussed whether Beech Grove
should withdraw its application without prejudice with the aim of refiling at a later date
after conducting further due diligence into the issues raised.

There being no further business, the informal conference adjourned.
